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for. There has been considerable done in 
ergot of rye, which has advanced. The 
same may be said of otto rose. 
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THE MARKET FOR CASTOR OIL. 

The present condition and the recent 
course of the market for castor oil pre- 
sent some marked features, which ap- 
pear unexplained, entirely anomalous, 
and toinvite comment. The constant 
downward tendency which the market 
has shown for several months past is so 
diff-rent a course from that which had 
been anticipated and predicted by many, 
as to have called forth not a few ex- 
pressions of astonishment from those 
who have watched ths course of prices 
from week to week. When, a few 
weeks ago, the works of the Collier 
Company were burned in St. Louis,it is 
well known that there was aa enorm- 
ous destruction of both beans and oil, 
it having been estimated as high as one- 
half the available stock of the country. 
Whether this was quite correct or no%, 
is a question which we will not attempt 
to settle, nor does it seem important. 
It is very certain that the loss was 
large, and that the resulting diminution 
of the stock must have been a very 
large percentage of the whole Under 
these circumstances nothing could be 
more natural than to expect a notable 
rise in price, and there was accordingly, 
immediately after the fire, a general 
stiffening of prices, manufacturers gen- 
erally holding back their offerings, and 
some Jarge outside hulders imitated 
their example, it being expected that 
quotations would so n b: advanced. 
The thing least look d for apparently 
was a decline, yet, on the principle 
enunciated by the French philosopher, 
that “it is the unexpected which always 
happens,” this was exactly what did 
occur. Purchasers found themselves 
able from the first to procure from out- 
side parties as much as they desired at 
from an eighth toa half cent or more per 
pound below manufacturers’ rates, and 
the result has been, us indicated in our 
reports, that the latter were compelled 
to lower th-ir prices to meet the mar- 
ket, so that oil to-day is no highsr than 
before the Collier fire, and there does 
not appear to be any immediate pros- 
pect of au advance. 


In looking for the reason for this 
there are several circumstances which 
it seems to us should be taken into con- 
sideration, as all having more or less 
bearing on the matter. The demand is 
certainly small, but that fact would not 
of itself cause a reduction in the price, 
and other causes must be looked for. 
One of these is undoubtedly to be found 
in the fact that there was on hand a 
much larger stock in outside hands than 
was at first supposed. It is compara- 
tively easy to get at, with at least ap- 
proximate exactness, the stocks held in 
this city, but it is to be rememtLered 
that castor oil has been more or less of 
a speculative article, and as such it has 
been purchased to a much larger extent 
than has been suspected, by out of town 
buyers, in the expectation of a rise 
which did not come. These purchases, 
though individually small, amount in 
the aggregate toa large stock and one, 
itis believed, quite sufficient to supply 
the moderate existing demand for the 
article, in spite of the withholding of 
supplies by the manufacturers, who 
have finally, as stated, felt obliged to 
lower their quotations to weet the 
market. This, however, while suffi- 
ciently explaining the recent course of 
the market and accounting for the non- 
appearance of the expected rise,is by 
no means the only influence affecting 
the price of castor oil. Previous to the 
war, in 1861, the average price of 
oil was 13 cents per pound, but during 
the war it advanced, in common with 
everything else,until it reached 50 cents, 
and in 1865 the average price for the 
year was 45'¢ cents. Since that time 
the tendency of the price has been 
steadily downward, although there were 
wide fluctuations,until we arenow below 
ante bellum prices. Whether the arics 
is likely under ordinary conditions, aa 


etc., to be higher or lower, is 
a question, the answer to which must 
be made to depend on several factors. 
In the first place, it is undoubtedly true 
that much more oil is made in this coun- 
try now than before the war, while the 
use of it in medicine has largely dimin- 
ished relatively to the population. At 
that time there wasa large market at 
the South for the oil which formed the 
staple domestic remedy, especially on 
the plantations, where it was bought 
in quantities and administered to the 
blacks on almost all occasions of trifling 
illness, or while waiting for the doctor. 
That market was cut off by emancipa- 
tion, the free blecks not evincing any 
particular predilection for this particu- 
lar article of the materia medica. ‘The 
use of it generally has also been much 
curtailed py the substitution of other 
and less disagreeable preparations, and 
by the neglect of physicians te prescribe 
it so frequently as they formerly did. 
These circumstunces help to very mate- 
rially diminish the demand for castor 
oil, and tend, in so far as they are ap- 
plicable, to discredit uny conclusicns 
drawn from the state of trade before 
the war. Then, moreover, nearly all 
the oil in the country was either brought 
from the East Indics,or made here 
from East India seed, while now the 
East India oil is kept out of the mar- 
ket by the duty of $1 per gallon, or, at 
the present market rate, over 125 per 
cent, while nearly all the beans used 
are raised here. In former times there 
wasa large demand for castor oil for 
use in the arts. It was used to a con- 
siderable ‘extent in soap-making, was 
extensively used as a lubricant, as an 
application for leather, and for many 
other purposes. This demand has, to a 
large extent, fallen off, chiefly on ac- 
count of the rise in price. In soap- 
making, for instance, while castor oil 1s 
excellent stock, especially for toilet 
soaps, it is too expensive, at present 
prices, for general use, and soap-makers 
pass it by to use other stock. Thesame 
may bz said of the other industria! uses 
for castor oil—in few or none of them 
is its use a necessity, so that when the 
price is advanced beyond the limit of 
economical usage, it is at once replaced 
by one of many substitutes. Thus, in 
California 1t has been, we are informed, 
very largely replaced by Chinese nut 
oil, which sells at about two thirds of 
the price. It would seem, therefore, 
from what we have said, that, with the 
demand for medicinal purposes not in- 
creasing with the population, and the 
industrial demand largely dependent on 
a low price, the probable future produc. 
tion of castor oil must be largely con- 
trolled by the limits?of profitable pro- 
duction. If the beans cannot be grown 
and the oil made for a price at which 
the manufacturer can afford to use it, 
producers must count on finding a lim- 
ited outlet for their oil, while with the 
present supply it would seem as though 
the statistical position was less favora- 
ble toan immediate rise in price than 
has been supposed.

THE EXPORT MOVEMENT IN ACE- 
TATE OF LIME. 


The exportation of acetate of lime, 
which was begun with so much promise 
about six months since. has come to a 
sudden termination, Last Fall it be- 
gan to look as thongh the manufacture 
of the brown acetate was being over- 
done, as factories were springivg up all 
over the West and the market seem+d 
in a fair way of being flood-d with 
stock. Prices hegan to decline and hai 
fallen to 2tc. when the demand from 
England sprang up English consumers, 
who previous to this time had drawn 
their supplies from tLe continent, par- 
ticularly frum Germany, suddenly dis- 
covered that they could obtain the ace- 
tate from the U: ited States on much 
more advantag<ous terms, aud asa con- 


to the amount of beans grown,’ sequence a number of contracts were 
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placed with American mwauufaciurers. 
These were followed by others, and for 
atime the movement was on a large 
scale. The German makers becoming 
alarmed at the inroads the Americans 
were making in the Evglish market, 
put down their price in the hope of re- 
gaining their lost ground. The mis- 
chief was done, however, the market 
being spoiled not only for the foreign 
makers, but alsofor our manufacturers, 
for the result of the competition was 
that a much larger supply than could be 
consumed was accumulated, and the 
market is vow dull and drooping. 
Another and altogether unlooked-for 
result was the draining of the American 
market. Theconsumptive demand here 
is good, though not more so than usuil, 
but by the diversion of supplies to 
another channel, the home consumes 
have been unable at times to obtain 
sufficient stock to meet their current re. 
quirements, and this has cansed an ad- 
vance in prices which are now three- 
eighths of a cent higher than they were 
at the time the export movement began. 
Taking the question in all its bearings, 
it appears. to have been a poor experi- 
ment; but American consumers have 
been the worst sufferers. Tne future 
success of the American manufacturers 
in finding a foreign market for their 
surplus is altogether problematical. 
England would seem to be the only field 
open to them, but even that, as we have 
shown, is for the time being practically 
closed. When the stock on hand there 
now has been worked off, it will 
remain to be seen whether they can 
compete with the German makers, and 
there seems to ba no reason why they 
should not. The American manufac- 
turer has superior facilities for obtain- 
ing the crude meterial, owing to the 
abundance of suitable woods in this 
country, and even though he has to 
labor under the disadvantage of paying 
large ocean freights, the latter is more 
than counterbalanced by the former 
consideration thus allowing him to lay 
down his gvods on the other side at an 
equal cost with his foreign competitor. 
It. is to be supposed that the German 
manufacturer will make a strong «ffort 
to maintain his hold upon the English 
market, but as English consumers have 
to depend upon either of the two for 
their supplies, and show no pref: rence 
to one or the other on the ground of 
superior quality of the goods, which- 
ever can offer the greatest inducement 
in point ef cheapness will carry the day. 
With regard to the gray acetate, a 
better state of affairs obtains, so far 
as the manufacturers are concerned. 
These, who are few in number, have 
not overdone the matter of exports- 
tion, and there is stillademand from 
England for their goods at paying 
prices. But here, too, the home con- 
sumers have suffered; having to pay 
more for their supplies than they did 
before the export project was taken up. 
The consumers of brown acetate can 
console themselves with tie thought 
that as the manufacturers have shut 
themselves out of the foreign mark t, 
the latter will soon be in a position 
where they will have to accept the 
prices ruling a year ago. The present 
scarcity, however, bids fair to last some 
time longer, as two manufacturers have 
stopp d making. owing to damages to 
their works, and others are producing 
little.

THE ADVANCE IN LEAD. 


Since our last issue, the New York 
City corroders of J-ad have advanced 
the price of their product “tone quart-r 
cent per pound.” None of the previous 
irregularities in quotations are 1emoved 
by this advance, each corroder sim; ly 
adding the fraction named to his former 
quotation, The net price of lead is 
substantially the same from every cor- 
roder, but the nominal asking prices aie 
much at variance, as is explained in cu 
market report, Jt would be of advan- 
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tage.if there were more uniformity in 
the “long” price, the present irregu- 
larities being exceedingly perplexing to 
dealers who would prefer a uniform 
‘long’’ price, even though the discounts 
varied. 


The advance in white lead seems to us 
to be well fou.ded. As compared with 
pig lead, the price of the carbonate has 
been low ever since the first of the year 
and. wi:h the liberal consuming de- 
mand that has prevailed during that 
time, an advance could readily have 
been maintained. Now that the pig 
metal has advanced, a corresponding 
rise in white lead was imperative, and 
the entire position seems to us to be an 
exceedingly firm one. The consumption 
of white lead has been so constant that 
there is, so far as we can learn, no more 
than a bare running stock in the hands 
of corroders anywhere in the country, 
some of the largest works being 


wihout stock re:dy for market. 
At the save time, the supply 
of pig lead has been diminish+d 


much mor: rapidly than any one 
had anticipat+d, and a consid+rable de- 
mand from corrod-rs just at this time 
finds a rather scant supply of the metal. 
The arg ntiferous mines are supplying 
1 s8 kad thau had been ¢xpected from 
th-w, and at the prices current for 
some months past, the Missouri mines 
have not b:» n worked to anything like 
the extent r quired of them with 
the pr:sent consumption of lead In 
view of th: s+ facts, th: rise in pig lead 
to five cents and better possesses more 
‘1 me: ts of stability than usually at 
tend euch an advance in this metal. It 
would scare ly be saf- to predict the 
p rman ney of th> present prices for 
pig le d,but should they recede to the 
figur s of a mouth ago there is nothing 
in such a circumstance which should in 
the least weak.n the price of white 
lead.

THE COCOANUT OIL MARKET. 


About a year has elapsed since we last 
wrote upon the position occupied by cocoa- 
nut oil in this market, and meny of the 
predictions then made have since been 
realized. It will be remembered that, 
during the speculative period in the Fall 
of 1879, the over-importation of this oil 
was begun, and though it was clearly ap- 
parent at the time that a continuance of 
this importation could not fail to end in 
heavy losses to the vuperators, subsequent 
events have proved that they were not at 
all dismayed by the outlook. The result 
of this is that the market 1s at present writ- 
ing in a worse condition than it was a year 
ago. Taking Ceylon as an example, we 
find that there is now a stock of that oil in 
store here amounting to about 350 tons; 
added to this, there is on the way, up to 
last advices, 500 tons, all of which, with 
the exception of some 50 tons, which goes 
into consumption, will come on the mar- 
ket The effect of a large supply, present 
and prospective, has been to force prices 
down to a point never touched before. 
These prices, 614(@63¢c, are below the cost 
of importation. Nearly all the oil now on 
the way will cost over 6!4c to import, and 
none of it can bo laid down here below 
that price. The holders, however, enter- 
tain hopeful views of the future, and as the 
largest portion of the stock, on the spot 
and tv arrive, is owned by not more than 
four firms who are able to hold the goods 
for an ublimited time if necessary, it be- 
gins to l-ok as though buyers were not 
going to have their own way much longer. 
There is at present a very fair demand. 
the weekly consumption averaging 25 tons, 
At this rate it will take some months to 
work off the stock, but as the primary 
market is now higher than ours, future im- 
portations are not likely to Le large. There 
is no disposition shown to advance prices 
.at present, but the large supply is not 
likely to cause a turther decline, as hold- 
ers, as we have shown, would prefer to 
keep the oil in store rather than sell below 
the prices now current. Neither is an in- 
crease in the demand probable. Consum- 


ers have the advantage of being able to 
obtain other greases at comparatively low 
prices, and although they are not willing 
to resort to these as substitutes for cocoa- 
nut oil, they would sooner do so than pay 
higher prices for the latter, With regard 
to Cuban and Cochin cocoanut oils, it is 
only necessary to say that they are affected 
to a greater or less extent by the fluctua- 
tions 1n the prices for Ceylon, and unless 
achange should occur in the latter they 
are likely to remain in their present posi- 
tion for some time to come.

VETO OF THE STATE OIL INSPEC- 
TION BILL. 


The Governcr has returned to the As- 
sembly, without his approval, bill No. 
704, entitled ‘‘An act to regulate the 
standard of illuminating oils and fluids, 
for the better protection of life, health, 
and property.”” His message is as fol- 
lows: 


This bill provides that there shall not be manu- 
factured or sold within this State, for iluminat- 
ing or heating purposes, oil or burning fluid 
which shall emit an inflammable vapor that will 
flash at a temperature below 100 degrees Fahren- 
heit, and that no such substance which will ig 
nite at a temperature below 300 degrees shall be 
used or carried in any passenger or baggage car 
or passenger boat. It further provides for the 
appointment of a State inspector and not more 
than twenty-five deputy inspectors of illuminat- 
ing oils, and that no oil or burning fluid shall be 
permitted to be sold within the State, which shall 
not have been duly inspected and branded by the 
inspectors. Thus a complicated system of offi- 
cial machinery is to be created for the purpose of 
inspecting an article of merchandise in common 
use, whether the same come below the standard 
of prohibitionor not. Oils that are perfectly safe 
are to be subjected to inspection the same as 
those that are dangerous on account of their ex- 
plosive character. 

The cighth section of Article V of the Consti- 
tution declares that ‘‘All offices for the weighing, 
gauging, measuring, culling, or inspecting of any 
merchandise, produce, manufacture or commod- 
ity whatever are hereby abolished, and no such 
office shall hereafter be created by law, but noth- 
ing in this section contained shall abrogate any 
office created for the purpose of protecting the 
public health." * * * Therecan be no doubt 
that this constitutional provision effectually pro- 
hibits the creation of any office for the inspec- 
tion of any article of merchandise or manufac- 
ture which does not endanger the public health. 
It can hardly be maintained that safe oils must 
be inspected simply because unsafe oils are some- 
times manufactured and offered for sale. To 
avoid the foregoing constitutional prohibition, 
the inspection must of necessity be based upon 
the proviso in behalf of the public health. It 
seems clear, therefore, that the inspection of oils 
ought to be confined te such as are fairly pre 
sumed to be dangerous. Itis eminently proper 
that a safe standard of illuminating oils should 
be established by law, and the sale of such as do 
not conform to the standard should be prohibited 
under severe penalties. Beyond this a system of 
examination of dangerous oils might very prop- 
erly be provided, with authority to make inspec- 
tions in all cases where, by allegation or other- 
wise, reasonable suspicion as to the dangerous 
character of oils is ascertained. Manufacturers 
should be required to brand their produce acvord- 
ing to its quality, and be held to a rigid accounta- 


i bility therefor. If experience proved that fur- 


ther precaution was necessary, manufacturers 
within the State, and agents for the sale of oils 
manufactured beyond its borders, could be 
licensed, and required to give bonds to guarantee 
the character of their respective products. 

The system of inspection proposed by the ac- 
companying bill would inevitably prove obnox- 
ious to a large number of persons who are now 
accustomed to deal in the article in question. 
If this measure were free from doubt as to its 
constitutionality, there might be very serious 
questions asto the wisdom of hampering trade 
with all the complicated details which the opera- 
tion of the proposed law would entail. The 
true principle of freedom requires the utmost 
freedom from restraint consistent with good or- 
der and the safety of the community. Care 
should be taken to avoid, as far as possible, the 
@ceation of new offices, more especially such as 
would be likely to give undue annoyance to the 
people. 


If the bill be anconstitutional, there 
is nothing more to be said; but we cer- 
tainly cannot see that the language of 
the Constitution is opposed to such a 
law, which, to us, segms pre-eminently 
designed for the “protection of the 
public health.”” Aside from the ques- 
tion of constitutionality, the objections 
of Governor Corfiell are the flimsiest we 
have ever seen in a veto message, which 
is saying a great decl. He is opposed to 
the enforced inspection of ‘‘safe oils,’ 
but he fails to offer any suggestions as 
to how we are to know that an oil is 


sate, unless we inspect it. He does say 
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that “manufacturers should be required 
to brand their products according to 
quality, and should be held toa rigid 
accountability therefor.’? How is any- 
thing to be proven against them with- 
out an inspection? There is no such 
thing as a petroleum oil that is abso- 
lutely eafe under all circumstances. 
The higher the fire test, the greater the 
security from accident,and the tests pre- 
scribed by the bill are such as afford 
reasonable ‘guaranty against accidents 
from the ordinary and proper use of 
these oils. Outside of this city there is 
not, so faras we know, any standard 
except that of 110 deg. fire, establish2d 
by the United States. The bill propos-d 
about twenty degrees higher fire stand- 
ard than this, and the experiences of 
our fire devartment prove that 180 deg. 
is none too high a burning point to be 
considered as the minimum cf reasona- 
ble safety. Such a standard should cer- 
tainly be established for the entire 
State, and the time to ascertuin whether 


oil comes up to that standard, and to: 


hold the manufacturer ‘‘accountable,’ 
is before it gets into the hands of th 
consumer—not after it has killed hi 
We do not know what influences hav 
been brought upon the Governor to 
cure his veto; but his reasons, whether 
they be his own or another's are by no 
means logical.

Messrs. John D. and William Rockefeller and 
H. M. Flagler, three Standard Oil magnates, 
each subscribed $1000 to the Garfield fund, on 
Wednesday last. 


Mr. John H. Davis, of J. H. Davis & Co., has 
gone to the Catskills fora few weeks for much 
needed rest, his health being somewhat impaired 
by close attention to business. 


The whiting factory of Joseph W. Stickney & 
Co., in Chelsea, Mass., was damaged by fire 
Wednesday morning to the extent of $7,000. 
The loss includes 1,000 barrels of whiting. 


During the last week the largest catch of men- 
haden by Long Island crews was 675,000 and the 
smallest 320,000.

The wholesale drug-house of Messrs. J. E. 
Davis & Co., in Detroit, Mich., was burned out 
from the second floor to the roof Wednesday 
afternoon. The first floor and basement were 
flooded with water. The loss is estimated at 
$50,000; insurance, $35,000. 


Messrs. Charles Pratt & Co. bought out another 
city peddler of illuminating oils last week. This 
makes seven or eight of these venders whose 
routes have been purchased by this firm, in its 
efforts to control the city jobbing trade. Job- 
bers, however, find no difficulty in obtaining 
supplies from outside refiners, and the Standard 
people by no means have a monopoly of the New 
York jobbing trade. 


Messrs. Johnson & Co., of Uncasville, Conn., 
are manufacturers and importers uf dyestuffs, 
liquid and solid, on a large scale, Their works 
on the Thames River, six miles above New Lon 
don, were established in 1834, and have since 
undergone successive enlargements until they 
now cover about 4 acres. They import dye- 
woods direct, their vessels landing at their own 
wharves, and their shipping facilities are equally 
good. The products of the firm are of recognized

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The Millions in Cottonseed Oil. 


Editor Ow, Paint AND Drug REPORTER: 

I notice in your issue of July 13th an article 
headed, ‘Millions in the Cottonseed Oil Busi- 
ness,"’ which is so calculated to mislead. that I 
am induced to give you my experience. First— 
I will state, gencrally, that parties who make 
such figures either misrepresent wilfully, forsome 
urposes—(have machinery to sell, perhaps)—or 
ey are ignorant of the details. Almost any 
enterprise—a steamboat, sawmill, cottonseed oil 
mill—can be made, to the uninitiated, to look 
splendidly on paper. But, to use a vulgar ex- 
pression, the figures or results ‘don’t pan out.” 

I have studied the business thoroughly and 
carefully: weighing seed, and following that seed 
through the mill, weighing its results, to wit, oil 
cake and hulls. Have kept a record of cost of every- 
thing: barrels, mats, press cloth, press cloth yarns, 
fuel, lubricating oils, illuminating oils, lamps, 
sacks, twine, and the hundred other little things 
that are indispensable, but none of which figure 
in estimates made. 

Iinclose you a fair statement, the result of 
my experience, which you may use as you 
see fit. My mill, as you will see from the report 
of the Cincinnati Convention, is the smallest in 
the country. It is easily handled; my machinery 
is all new (made to order); of the best; advan- 
tageously put and located to save labor, and 
generally can be watched so as to prevent any 
waste or loss from negligence, etc. I am on the 
bank of a navigable slack water stream, running 
up 100 miles above me through a cotton country, 
and at this point the Morgan Railroad comes in 
from the West, opening up another seed supply. 
The capacity of my mill is 10 tons in 24 hours. I 
ship 110 cake, but convert it all into meal for

This $56.55 must 
cover interest on investment, wastage, breakage, 
wear and tear of machinery, belting, etc; must 
buy your press cloth and press cloth yarns at 70 
cents per pound, and keep up your supply of 
sacks to send for seed. 

My mill re- 
quires about 20,000 sacks, costing about 16@186 
each, and the loss and destruction almost un- 
avoidable is at least 20% for each season.

Your article says that an expenditure of $10,000 
will plant machinery and buildings ready for 
operation. My little mill, with all its necessary 
adjuncts, cost me almost double that amount, 
and 1 have saw mills and foundries right here 
withim one mile of my mill. My experience 
teaches me that this, like any other legitimate 
business, gives no more than a fajr average profit 
as return for. investment of capital. BR ,attend 
personally to my business. Ne sinecures here, no 
ylle men; no fancy offices with fancy salaries 
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I am my own buyer, bookkeeper and general 
superintendent, Yours truly, 
Frep GATss. 

{If our correspondent will read our remarks 
upon the statement published two weeks ago, to 
which he refers, it seems to us he cannot fail to 
see that we £0 plainly characterized the figures 
given as exaggerated and visionary, that they 
should not mislead anyone. They were, as we 
stated, sent out by a land agent, and were made 
solely for the purpose of deceiving an intending 
buyer. But we are none the less greatly obliged 
to Mr. Gates for his interesting and intelligent let- 
ter, and the figures he has given will be of great 
value to persons who may contemplate invest- 
ing in cottonseed oil mills. It would be exceed- 
ingly interesting to know how the experiences of 
this mill compare with those of some of the 
larger ones.—Epiror O., P. & D. R.]

& Nashville R. R., who seems to bea pet tool 
and co-worker wholly in the interest of Chess, 
Carley & Co. against any shipments that may be 
made by outside manufacturers or outside the 
pale of the Standard Oil Co. On June 21st they 
advanced the rate on me 30c per barrel, and as I 
continued to ship, Chess, Carley & Co. write 
to them on June 16th, (per copy of letter below), 
and say to Culp: ‘Please turn on another screw;" 
so I am in hourly expectation o! hearing that the 
screw has been given another twist, and if that 
dont fetch me, I suppose they will keep on turning 
until I am shut out of that market; but, my dear 
sirs, “its a long lane that has no turn,” and if the 
Standard thinks this kind of business will work 
or do it any good, all it has to do is to pile 
this on a little stronger, and it will soon find 
out how much load will break the camel's back.

LEGAL NOTES. 





Acommon carrier may, by having a shipper 
sign a bill of lading fixing the value of property 
at the amount it is willing to be liable for, limit 
its liability to that amount in case of loss, in case 
of gross negligence. This decision was ren- 
dered in the case of Hart vs. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad, U. 8. Circuit Court of Missouri. Ordi- 
narily acommon carrier is liable for gross negli- 
gence. 


In the case of Burdick Assignee vs. Gill & Wife, 
recently tried in the Circuit Court of Iowa, it was 
held that where a voluntary conveyance of prop- 
erty had been made bya man to his wife, which 
he had shortly followed by a fraudulent convey- 
ance as against his creditors, that fraud would 
be presumed in the conveyance to the wife, and 
the property was directed to be turned over to 
the creditors. 


If an agent in good faith makes a loan for an- 
other, and without the knowledge or authority 
of his principal, and for the agent's own benefit, 
exacts more than legal interest, the loan is not 
thereby rendered usurious. Palmer ys. Call, Cir- 
cuit Court, Iowa. 


The subject of fraudulent sales was fully consid- 
ered inthe case of Nisbit, assignee and others 
in the Circuit Court of Georgia, wherein it was 
held that sales amounting to $1,100, $1,900 and 
$2,200 made in one week to three persons by a 
retail dealer who owed $11,000, and whose stock 
consisted of merchandise worth $8,000, and 
whose sales in the usual course of his business 
amounted to $1,100 per month, are prima facie 
fraudulent, and that the assignee in bankruptcy 
could recover from the vendees the value of the 
goods. 

An important decision affecting trade marks 
was recently obtained in the Circuit Court of 
New Jersey in the case of Sawyer vs. Kellogg. In 
this case it was held thata labelof a certain 
color and containing specific printed matter, 
which had been in use fora number of years, 
was sufficievtly the property of a manufacturer 
to entitle him toan injunction against the use 
by others of an imitation label of the same color, 
size and type, and of the same general appear- 
ance and similar designations. 


The Supreme Court of Minnesota has recently 
held, in the case of the State vs. Wilson, that, 
where one signs his own name and that of anoth- 
er to an instrument, claiming on the face of the 
instrument that he does so as the attorney in 
fact for the other, when it is not true, the act is 
not forgery, but merely a false assumption of 
authority. 

An accommodation endorser of a promissory 
note payable on demand, with interest, is entitled 
to the usual notice of dishonor.—Sawyer vs. 
Brownell, Supreme Court uf Rhode Island,

4. The process of separating the oil from 
paraffinized oil by the action of a solvent in dis- 
solving out the oil from the ‘puraffine in detail 
and while the same is in motion in its transit 
through the percolator, assisted by a vacuam or 
gravity in elimination of said oil at a point or 
points separate from the discharging paraffine, 
substantially in the manner as described, and for 
the purpose specified. 

5. The process of separating oil from paraffine, 
which consists in passing the chilled paraffinized

The claim is— ‘ 
‘In the art of filling wood, the employ- 


feldspar, mixed with oil or other fluent 
substance, substantially as described.” 


The invention has proved to be a great 
success, the filler has gone into extensive 
use, and has effected a very large taving of 
time and expense in the manufacture of 
furniture, and is used upon the finest work. 
It makes a hard, permanent, and glassy or 
transparent surface, impenetrable to oil or 
moisture, leaves the wood in its natural 
color, and requiring the application of but 
a single coat of varnish. The reasons of 
its superiority consist in its non-absorbent 
quality and mainly “‘in the peculiar nature 
of the ground quartz. ‘The particles, being 
angular, sharp, and, I might say, needle- 
pointed, they readily enter into and unite 
with the fiber of the wood, and when once 
united with the fiber of the wood it is im- 
Fossible to displace them ; and when large 
orifices require to be filled the particles 
readily pack one upon another and become 
permanent and solid.” The jelly-like mix- 
ture of oil and varnish with the quartz 
forms, when rubbed into the pores of the 
wood, ‘‘a hard, impenetrable substance, 
which in itself forms a protection to the 
wood.” 


The defendants made and sold, prior to 
the date of the bill and after the assign- 
ment of the patent, wood-filler which is 
substantially the plaintiff’s article, and, 
like the plaintiff's, made from powdered 
quartz. It is not denied that the manu- 
facture and sale of this material is an in- 
fringement of the plaintiff’s patent. 


The principal defense 1s that the de- 
fendants had the right to use the material 
under a license from James Perry, to whom 
was granted a patent, dated September 11, 
1856, which, it is claimed, includes the 
Wheeler patent. The claims of the Perry 
patent are: 

1. The use of silicious marl or infusorial 
earth for the purpose of filling and polish- 
ing wood, substantially as herein set forth. 

2. The combination of silicious marl 
with any or all of the substances herein 
named—sulphate of zinc, muriate of am- 
monia, gum-arabic, gum-tragacanth, and 
oil—substantially in the manner and for 
the purpose herein set forth. 

The theory of the defendants is this: 
Flint and quartz are chemically silica more 
or less pure, or what is known to chemists 
as ‘silicic acid.” Feldspar is a silicate of 
alumina and potash, and contains silica in 
large quantities. Quartz and flint contain 
from eighty-five to one hundred per cent. 
of pure silica. Infusor.al earth is a fine 
grained earth formed by the deposition of 
the silicious coatings or shells of micro - 
scopic plants, called ‘‘infusoria,” on the 


“Heretofore various materials have been used | bottom of ponds or lakes of water, and is 


mostly silica mixed with carbonate of lime 
and other impurities. Silicious marl is a 
mixture of clay and carbonate of lime and 
silica in the form of sand or infusorial 
shells, Silicious marl contains from twen- 
ty to fifty per cent. of silica. As, there- 
fore, quartz or flint contains from eighty- 
five to one hundred per cent. of silica, and 
infusorial earth and feldspar ere mostly 
silica, and silicious marl contains fifty per 
cent. of the same chemical substance, a 
grant of the exclusive right to use infu- 
sorial earth or silicious marl gave also the 
right to use quartz, flint, or feldspar, the 
five articles being substantially silica. 


The sufficient answer to this theory is 
that, acknowledging the facts which have 
been stated to be true, and that these 
articles are chemically very similar, yet, 
practically for use in the arts, the respect- 
ive classes of articles which are named in 
the two patents possess very different prop- 
erties. Infusorial earth is a vegetable tis- 
sue, ‘porous and delicate in structure,” 
friable, and of chalky texture, and not 
possessing the hardness and sharp angles 
and needle-like points of powdered quartz, 
flint, and feldspar, qualities which cause 
the quartz, flint, or feldspar to find a per- 
manent lodgment in the pores of the wood 
and thoroughly fill them, so that a new, 
hard, unabsorbent surface is tormed. 

As charcoal and the diamond are alike 
chemically composed of carbon, yet are 
very different substances in the arts, and

Infusorial earth, though chemi- 
oslly silica, is unfitted for the purposes of 
ing wood, for the reasons which render 
galt or starch unfitted, while powdered 
z has been found to possess qualities 
qhich make the plaintiff's article the only 
ficient and useful filler known to the 
gbinet manufacturers of the country. 

Silicious marl is as ill adapted as infu- 
gorial earth, because, while marl contains 
more sand than is found in infugorial 
arth, yet the sand is in rounded and not 
angular grains. Feldspar breaks, like 
quartz, into angular fragments, and is also 
non-absorbent. 

The chemical character of the articles 
mmed in the two patents and the differ- 
ences for practical use between the two 
dasses of articles are tersely and clearly 
stated in the following extract from the 
testimony of Professor Samuel W. Johnson, 
one of the experts called by the plaintiff. 
Professor Johnson testified: 

“Quartz, chemically, is oxide of silicon. It 
contains no hydrogen and yields no water when 
heated. Its snecifio gravity is 2°65, It will not 
resuily dissolve in a boiling aqueous solution of 
potash or soda, even when finely pulverized. 
This specimen of infusorial earth, Exhibit ‘M,’ 
which consists very largely of the skeletons of 
microscopic plants, is chemically oxide of silicon 
plus water, and when heated gives off several per 
cent. of water. Its specific gravity is less than 
thatof quartz. Itis softer than quartz. It dis- 
solves with the greatest ease, to a large ex- 
tent, in a boiling aqueous solution of potash or 
soda. It is, therefore, chemically distinct from 
quartz, and is classed by mineralogists with the 
opal, as a mineral species distinct from quartz. 

“Again, the quartz, powdered as specified, in 
the Wheeler patent is seen under the microscope 
to consist of sharp, angular particles, which 


when applied to the surface of wood by rubbing 


with a cloth or leather pad, are forced into the 
pores of the wood, where they firmly lodge and 
effectually fill these pores with an impervious 
material. The hardness of quartz is such that in 


the process of filling its particles are not further 


pulverized to any appreciable extent, but are 
simply forced into the wood, from which they 
cannot be easily dislodged. Infusorial earth, on 
the other hand, is friable under pressure and 
friction, and has a chalky rather than a gritty 
texture. It presents no angular fragments which 
can be rubbed into the pores of the wood so as 
to fill them with an unabsorbent material. 
Quartz is a crystallized silica of a mineral origin, 
and, in common with all crystals of such origin, 
has no porosity that can be detected by the 
highest magnifier, and is in mass absolutely im- 
penetrable to water, oil, or other similar liquids. 
Infusorial earth, on the contrary, isa hydrated 
silica that has been organized into the structure 
of a plant, and, in common with all vegetable 
tissues or organized structures, is porous and 
delicate in structure, so that in respect to tex- 
tare, hardness, sharpness, it is quite the opposite 
of powdered quartz in its application as a wood 
filler.”’ 

The sand or silica found in silicious 
marl is chemically identical with pulver- 
ized quartz, ‘‘inasmuch as both consist of 
oxide of silicon or quartz, but, physically 
and practically, for the purposes of wood 
filling, different, because the sand, mixed 
With infusorial earth, being a geological 
sediment, consists of rounded water-worn 
grains, while powdered quartz of the 
Wheeler patent consists of angular, sharp- 
edged fragmenis and splinters.” 

The Wheeler patent was accordingly sus- 
tained.

Phosphorescent Substances. 

The popular excitement that has been oc- 
casioned by the introduction of laminous 
paint, will attach unusual interest to the 
following formule for the preparation of 
phosphorescent substances: 


Barium Sulphide. 

Finely powdered barium sulphate, free 
from iron, is formed into balls with gum 
tragacanth; the balls are dried at a mode- 
Tate temperature, then placed in a crucible 
with a iuted cover and kept at a red heat 
foran hour. They are then allowed to cool 
slowly, and while still warm are transferred 
to glass stoppered bottles:

Sulphurous and Sulphuric Acids. 

Only two compounds of sulphur with 
oxygen are known in the free state, viz., 
sulphur dioxide, SO,, and sulphur tri- 
oxide, SOs. These oxides respectively 
form with water two well known acids, 
viz,, sulphurous acid and sulphuric acid. 
There are, in addition, a series of six other 
oxy-acids of sulphur: 

Sulphur Dioxide, or Sulphurous Acid. 
Symbol SO2 .—When sulphur is burned, a 
gas is produced which possesses a very 
characteristic odor; this smell is often de- 
scribed as that of burning sulphur, but 
this is so far incorrect, for it is due not to 
the sulphur by itself, but to this compound 
of sulphur with oxygen. Sulphurous di- 
oxide may be prepared for experimental 
purposes ina variety of ways, but always 
by removing a portion of the oxygen from 
sulphuric acid. When sulphuric acid is 
boiled with some copper ‘urnings, sulphur 
dioxide is evolved with great rapidity and 
regularity. A cheaper way of preparing 
sulphur dioxide is to boil sulphuric acid 
with some charcoal, when the latter re- 
moves a portion of the oxygen. The sul- 
phur dioxide is then evolved, together 
with carbonic oxide; the latter, beiog in- 
soluble in water, escapes, while the sul- 
phur dioxide dissolves and forms a solution 
of sulphurous acid. Sulphur dioxide may 
also be produced by boiling sulphuric acid 
with other deoxidizing agents, and for this 
purpose cut straw, sugar, and even sulphur 
itself, have at different times been recom- 
mended, Sulphur dioxide is a colorless 
and invisible gas, having a peculiar irri- 
tating odor and taste. It will not support 
combustion, and being irrespirable, it is 
injurious and even poisonous to animals. 
Sulphurous acid condenses into a liquid 
under a pressure of three atmcspheres at 
the ordinary temperature, or at the normal 
pressure if the temperature be reduced by 
means of a freezing mixture of ice and salt. 
When this liquid sulphur dioxide is rapidly 
evaporated great cold is produced, which 
is sufficient to solidify the remaining fluid, 
and thus white crystals of sulphurous di- 
oxide can be obtained. The liquid sul- 
phurous acid, SO2., is now prepared on a 
large scale on the Continent, and is im- 
ported into this country in strong hermeti- 
cally sealed copper vessels, and is used 
here for the artificial production of ice. 


Sulphur dioxide is very soluble in water, 
forming then a solution of the true sul- 
phurous acid, H,SO3;; at the ordinary 
temperature and pressure, water will 
dissolve more than forty times its volume 
of this gas, and this solution forms the 
sulphurous acid of commerce. The solu- 
tion is strongly acid, and moreover 
possesses powerful bleaching properties; 


flower in some of the solution, when ina 
short time all color will have disappeared. 
This property ot bleaching makes sul- 
phurous acid useful in several industrial 
arts. Sulphurous acid, both in the free 
state and in combination with bases, ex- 
erts a powerful preservative action; it acts 
by absorbing oxygen, and therefore is 
directly opposed to chlorine. Burning 
sulphur has long been used in wine grow- 
ing countries for the purification of the 
casks and the preservation of the wine; the 
practice has been to make sulphur matches 
and having ignited them to plunge them 
through the bung-hole of the cask, which 
is then bunged down and afterwards well 
shaken, until the sulphurous acid is ab- 
sorbed; wine growers haye found that this 
treatment gives strength, sweetness and 
durability to wines which lack these quali- 
ties; the result of the treatment is often 
very apparent in this country, where many 
wines arrive possessing an unmistakable 
flavor of sulphurous acid. * A solution of 
sulphurous acid is alsu largely used for the 
cutting of isinglass in the manufacture of 
tinings. This acid is very efficacious for 
this purpose, and as it effectually prevents 
the formation of mould and the propagation 
of injurious organisms, it 1s superior to 
sour beer and organic acids, which are also 
often used. Sulphurous acid combines 
with nearly all the bases, forming a series 
of salts called sulphites, which, with the 
exception of such as we have just referred 
to, are of no practical interest to brewers,

far the most important compound of sul- 
phur, or rather we should say, it is the 
base of a most important class of com- 
pounds. The actual sulphur trioxide is 
prepared with some difficulty from fuming 
Nordhausen acid, and occurs at the ordi- 
nary temperature in beautiful white 
feathery crystals, which, however, eagerly 
absorb moisture from the atmosphere and 
liquefy. This trioxide is, therefore, only 
a chemical curiosity, but its combination 
with water, viz., the sulphuric acid, or oil 
of vitriol of commerce, is of the greatest 
importance. This sulphuric acid is pre- 
pared on a manufacturing scale-by passing 
sulphurous acid gas, prepared by burning 
sulphur or iron pyrites in suitable furna- 
ces, into large leaden chambers, where it 
meets also with a supply of steam and air, 
and also with a small proportion of nitric 
oxide gas, which serves by a remarkable 
reaction to carry an indefinite quantity of 
oxygen from the air to the sulphurous 
acid, thus converting itinto sulphuric acid; 
in this way strong sulphuric acid gradu- 
ally concentrates on the bottom of the 
leaden chambers, and when drawn off 
constitutes the oil of vitriol of commerce, 
It is then a colorless oily liquid having a 
specific of 1850; it boils at 620 deg. F., and 
freezes at about 15 deg. F. 11 of vitriol 
has a most extraordinary affinity for water, 
and will withdraw aqueous vapor from the 
atmosphere, as well as from many com- 
pounds; it hasa most powerful corrosive 
action, and will blacken or char most 
organic bodies; when added to sugar, or 
any other member of the large group of 
bodies called carbohydrates, it removes the 
element of water and leaves the carbon. 
Sulphuric acid is a most powerful acid, 
and possesses the characteristic sour taste 
to a remarkable degree; it also acts in the 
usual manner upon litmus paper, it is the 
strongest of acids, displacing nearly all 

other acids from their combinations, Sul- 
phuric acid forms a series of salts called 
the sulphates, many of which are largely 
employed in various industrial processes. 
The presence of sulphuric acid in solution, 
either in a free state or in combination, 
may be easily detected by means of a solu- 
tion of chloride of barium, which at once 
produces a white precipitate, which is in- 
soluble in the strongest acids, 


Hydrogen Suiphiie, or Sulphureted 
Hydrogen. Symbol Hz 8.—This compound 
is best prepared by acting upon sulphide 
of iron with dilute sulphuric acid; it is 
then liberated in the gaseous state; itisa 
colorless gas, possessing a most offen- 
sive smell, like that of rotten eggs; it 
burns with a supply of oxygen, forming 
water and sulphurous acid; it is very poi- 
sonous, and is even injurious when 
diluted with a very considerable propor- 
tion of air. Sulphureted hydrogen is 
soluble in cold water, and the peculiar 
odor and smell of some mineral waters is 
due to the presence of this compound. It 
is a most useful reagent to the chemist, as 
it forms a series of precipitates with the 
soluble salts of the various heavy metals, 
each of which possesses some peculiarity 
of color or solubility. Sulphureted hy- 
drogen is liberated by the decomposition 
of organic substances containing sulphur, 
and in this way the unpleasant smell at- 
tending putrefactive changes is developed; 
the unpleasant smell of rotten eggs is 
really due to the evolution of small quanti- 
ties of sulphureted hydrogen derived from 
the sulphur contained in the albumen of 
the egg, and this is evidenced by the 
familiar blackening of a silver spoon 
placed in such an egg, due to the formation 
of a film ot sulphide of silver. Many sul- 
phates are reduced to sulphides by the 
action of putrescent organic matters; in 
this way the unpleasant smell of some 
beers brewed with very hard water may be 


accounted for; the hardness of the water is 
due to sulphate of lime, which salt ie 
gradually decomposed, forming small 
quantities of a sulphide, which in its turn 
is by degrees decomposed bythe acids 
contained 1n the beer, and thus sulphureted 
hydrogen is liberated.

White Lead Zincs, Etc. 

There is more life to this market than has been 
noticed for some time past. The scarcity of{pig 
lead, coupled with an active demand, has caused 
a further rise, and this has affected the price of 
the carbonate, causing an advance of 4c per lb. 
The low costof zinc oxide has turned the 
attention of sume buyers in this direction, fand 
we find this article now in improved demand. 

Pig lead has further advanced. There is no 
prospect of an increase in the stock for some 
time to come, as the production at the mines is 
oversold and the present output is light. This 
outlook has made consumers anxious about fu- 
ture supplies, and has caused freer buying. The 
market is now active, and since our last sales 
have been made of over 1000 tons common at 
prices beginning at 434c and leaving off at 4 90c. 
At the close the quotation was 5c, with prospects 
of a further advance. There is also a good de- 
mand for refined, and for this 544@514c is gener- 
ally quoted, though we heard at the close that 
5 05c would buy some brands. 

As was anticipated at the date of our last re- 
port, the price of white lead has been advanced. 
On Friday last it was by city corroders to raise 
the price of lead in oil 4c perlb. This advance 
was made on a sound basis and was warranted 
by the condition of the pig lead market and the 
unusually good demand for the carbonate. It 
was conceded that prices had been too low, so 
that the advance caused little or no surprise, 
Some uncertainty as to what the actual 
price was, prevailed for a day or two 
after the advance, owing to the irregularity 
of the market previous to it. Some corroders had 
been naming 7c as the long price, from which 
rate they allowed various discounts ranging from 
10% downward, according to the quantity taken. 
Others were quoting net prices, such as 634c and 
7e. As no price was specified in the circular 
issued by the corroders, buyers were in doubt as 
to whether the advance applied to the long price 
or to the net prices. Though the market is 
not yet entirely settled, itis probable that it will 
be brought into shape during the comiag week. 
The quotations now given by corroders, although 
differing somewhat, amount in the main to the 
same thing. Thus one corroder quotes 7%c for 
a long price, and allows discounts of 
10¢ to the largest buyers and 744% down to 
2%% for jobbing lots; another names 7%c, 
and from this he takes off 34c to 4c according 
to the buyer, while a third quotes 7, 734 and 74c 
net for the largest to the smallest lots. There is 
avery good demand from consumers, notwith- 
standing the advanced stage of the season, and 
stocks in corroders’ hands are light, with little 
possibility of any accumulation for some time to 
come, There is no western lead in oil offering 
here, so far as we can learn, and there is none on 
the way unsold, the Western corroders finding a 
ready outlet for their entire product in the home 
markets. While the advance in lead in oil can- 
not fail to produce a corresponding rise in the 
price of dry, it is difficult to give a quotation, 
since none was given before the advance, and, in 
act, nothing was offered either before or since. 
We know of no Western dry offering here. 
American oxide of zinc is in active demand but 

buyers show no disposition tomake contracts. 
There is a steady tone and prices are un- 
changed. <A good grade is obtainable at 414c but 
444c is demanded for best. Lower grades are 
quotable at 4@444c. We hear of a sale of 500 
bbls at 414c. The demand for French zines is 
about up to the average for this time of the year. 
The sales are of a jobbing nature and we hear of 
no large lots moving. The market is firm at the 
lately revised quotations which we give below.

REDS. 
Red lead is firmer-in sympathy with the ad- 
vance in the pig metal, and it is doubtful if 


anything can be had below -_ The demand is 
less urgent, but there is still a fair amount of 
business doing, and as stocks are light there will 
be no difficulty in maintaining the advance. Sales 
of 10 tons are reported at SH4@SKo, and these 
were the general quotations on the close. 

Litharge continues in active demand, and the 
market is firm with an advancing tendency, 
owing to the increased cost of the raw material. 
Manufacturers generally quote 6c, and we hear 
of nothing to be had below that price. As there 
is little available stock in manufacturers’ hands, 
the sales making are almost all for future deliv- 
ery. The transactions which have come within 
our notice amount to 30 tons at 6@6¢c, mostly 
at the inside price. 

American orange mineral is firm, owing to the 
high cost of pig lead, but prices have not quota- 
bly advanced. There is but little demand at 
present, and this is almost entirely for lots of 1 or

than at the date of our last, principally from 
sash manufacturers, who are reported running 
full time at all parts of the country. Retailers 
are not yet in the market to any extent, owing to 
short demand from country consumers who are 
at present largely engaged in harvesting, and 
therefore not requiring glass. We learn that, 
notwithstanding the advance in American, 
which was decided upon at the recent meeting 
of the National Association, certain New York 
manufacturers continue to quote 70% discount 
throughout this State, but we do not hear of any 
lots offering in the West at that figure. This 
method of doing Lusiness broke the combination 
price before, and unless checked will produce 
the same result again. French is weaker and 60% 
is now freely quoted on invoices, though retail 
lots obtain 50 and 10and 5. Prospects continue 
encouraging for a large fall trade. 


Plate glass is moving more freely, and inquiries 
for large lots are more frequent.

Linseed is in the same position as when we last 
wrote. There was some disposition shown to 
force sales early in the week, but latterly there 
has been less anxiety to sell. The demand has 
continued good, and, although this is generally 
considered the dullest season of the year, crush- 
ers are kept busy filling orders. There is no 
change in prices, and there is now no margin be- 
tween large and small lots, except on single bar- 
rel sales. The general asking price is 50c, and 
nothing is to be had below that figure, while 51c 
is realized on small lots, but rarely on sales ex- 
ceeding one or two barrels. Western oil is not 
in demand, but it is not urged for sale. Holders 
will accept 49c in a jobbing way, and would 
probably shade that price lc per gallon to large 
buyers. New process oil is reported to havea 
fair sale in a jobbing way at 50@5lo. There is 
very little demand for Calcutta seed oil. but 
crushers are maintaining prices, and demand 57c 
for the small lots moving. 

Rapeseed oil is not moving except in a small 
way to meet the current requirements of the re- 
tailtrade. For the lots selling holders demand 
90@95c, but would sell large parcels at less. 

Mustard seed oil has an outlet in a small job- 
bing way, but there is not much stock offering at 
present, and prices are consequently steadily 
maintained. Quotations vary according to 
holder and quantity, and the quoted range at the 
close was 60@65c. 

Crude cottonseed oil has not been in as much 
demand the past week but the arrivals are 
light and the offerings limited and prices, conse- 
quently, are maintained. Sales are reported of 
250 bbls, very inferior, at considerably below 
30c, thought to be 27c. There isfa’good deal of 
inquiry showing that consumers (are in need of 
stock, but the scarcity of desirable oil restricts 
business. There is a good demand for soap stock 
and the lots arriving find ready buyers. The 
market is firm but no change in prices is re- 
ported. We hear of sales of 300 bbls at 14@23¢c, 
and this was the range of quotations at the close. 

Summer yellow cottonseed oil is in demand 
but there is not much obtainable either on the 
spotor toarrive and business consequently is 
limited. There have been but few sales of spot 
lots, and for these 48@44c, according to quality, 
is demanded, while nothing can be had below 
these prices. There have been sales reported of 
350 bbls to arrive, but the prices were not made 
public. Reports from Italy are to the effect that 
business there is restricted and the market with 
out animation owing to the import tax lately 
imposed by the Italian government. Itis gur- 
mised that the trade willbe driven to the Aus- 

trian and French ports, but it is thought that it 
will not assume as large proportions as it did in 
Italy, as the facilities are not as great.

The occasion of the advance is difficult to 
state, the market being so completely in the 
hands of speculators that no other cause than 
their whims is necessary to explaina rise. The 
poor showing in the -ew Richburg field has 
probably strengthened the market somewhat,

. Refined has been rather dull in the way of new 
business, but there are large deliveries making on 
contracts, and the offerings of oil for immediate 
delivery are rather light. Refiners adhere firmly 
to the quotation 734c for cargoes, New York de- 
livery, and 75éc for Philacelphia and Baltimore, 
those ports having advanced Yc on Friday. 
There is not very much Western oil offering here 
for export, but there is rather more to be had at 
Philadelphia, the refiners finning some difficulty 
in securing freight to ‘this port, except at rates 
discriminating in favor of the Standard. Case 
oil is quoted at 11c for cargoes. and up to 12c for 
less than 200. 

Home trade continues irregular. The Stand- 
ard is running the city jobbers whom it 
does not own, and is supplying the ped- 
diers at all sorts of figures, they in turn cut- 
ting under for the retailers. On high 
test oils our outside figures represent the prices 
of city oil, while Western is still to be had at in- 
side rates, and it is said that 150 water white 
could be bought at 12c. 

Empty barrels are procurable at $1 24 for ships 
toarrive, while for spot the last sale was at $121.

Humane individu- 
als will now employ their time discovering 
jaundiced flies, and applying the pad. All that 
is necessary to a successful operation is to catch 
the fly, buckle the pad on tightly under his shirt,

India-rubber (from Ficus elastica).—The 
collection of the rubber in Assam is con- 
ducted. under rigid restrictions in the case 
of all trees growing in the timber reserves, 
but cannot be enforced on scattered trees. 
The Chardwar rubber plantation has au 
area of 80 square miles. The exports from 
Lakhimpur in 1871 were 260 2-3 tons, value 
£8,340. Immense forests of these trees ex- 

_isted on both banks of the Subansiri river, 
and on other streams, but the reckless 
treatment they received from native lessees 
of the forest caused their ruin, In 1876, 
the leasing of these forests ceased, but 

' there is now little or no rubber left in the 
plains of the Lakhimpur district. The tree 
grows to heights of 15 to 35 feet, and its 
girth, when fit to be tapped, is 18 inches to 
6 feet. A high yield for the first tapping 
: of a tree is 35 to 40 Ibs of rubber. It is then 
g . allowed to remain untouched for three or 
four years, when another collection is made, 
but the yieJd is then much less. It is esti- 
mated that the forests of Cachar could

catch it, as it dries so quickly as to form a 
ridge on the wound, which stops its fur- 
ther flow. The blacks collect it by making 
long cuts in the bark with a knife, and as 


the milky juice gushes out, it is wiped off 


continually with the fingers, and smeared 
on their arms, shoulders, and breast, till a 
thick covering is formed. This is peeled 
off their bodies and cut into small squares, 
which are then said to be boiled in water. 
From Ambriz the trade in this rubber 
quickly spread south to the River Quanza, 
where considerable quantities are exported. 


Within 20 miles of the coast from Liawa 
and the Lindi estuary (Masasi and Rov- 
uma, East Africa), the forest becomes al- 
most entirely formed ot india-rubber vines, 
affording an abundant supply of fine india- 
rubber, at present gathered only in a very 
desultory manner by the natives, who gash 
the plants, and collect the rubber as it is- 
sues in a liquid form, and dries hard after 
short exposure to the air. Rolled into 
orange-like balls, it is taken to Linda, 
where what is worth 7 to 8 dols. fetches 2 
dols. ‘The width. of the belt is 15 to 20 
miles. On the Victoria Lake (Central 
Africa) are one-o1 two kinds of tree which 
produce caoutchouc of good quality. 


Dr. Kirk has just determined, with ac- 
curacy, the plant which yields the best 
East African india-rubber, and has obtain- 
ed seeds of the species for introduction into 
India. It occursiu great abundance along 
the newly-made road from Dar-es-Salaam, 
in a west-south-westerly direction, for 
about 100 miles towards the interior of 
East Africa; through the Wozamaro coun- 


‘try; itis apparently but little affected, ex- 


cept in the immediate neighborhvod of the 
villages, by the reckless mode of tapping 
employed. In many parts, a native can 
still collect 3 lb. of rubber daily. There 
are five species, but only one'is cohsidered 
worth tapping. , 
Rubbers and Guttas of Borneo and Sulu, 
—The Kadyans and their Murut neighbors 
collect a quantity of gutta perchaand India 
rubber in the surrounding forests, The 
gums are afterward manufactured ‘into 
lumps or balls, and conveyed to Labuan 
tor sale. The gutta is obtained from four 
or five species of the genus IJsonandra, all 
large forest trees. ‘The trees are felled and 
their bark is girdled or ringed at intervals 
of two feet, the milky juice or sap being 
caught in vessels foumed of leaves or cocoa- 
nut shells. The crude juice is hardened 
into slabs or bricks by boiling, and is gen- 
erally adulterated with 20 per cent of 
scraped bark. Indeed, it is said that the 
Chinese traders, who buy up the gutta 


from the gatherers, would refuge the pure 


article in preference for that containing 
bark, to which the red color iq mainly due. 
‘ India rubber in the northwest districts 
of Borneo is the. produce of three species 
of ‘climbers, known fo the natives as ma- 






Of india-rubber, 20,000,000 lIbs- are, an- 
nually exported from Para (Brazil), chiefly 
derived from Siphonia elastica, but a few 
other species are admitted. The utmost 
yield from each tree is one gill, In the 
wet season, from February to July, the 
gum is weak, and the tapping is stopped. 
‘Lhe trees will grow on the terra firma when 
planted, but their seeds naturally lodge in

The demand for india-rubber from Borneo 
is of quite recent growth, yet in many dis- 
tricts the supply is already piactically ex- 
hausted. 

In Assam, Java, and Australia, rubber is 
afforded by Ficus elaslica, which is culti- 
vated for the purpose. Many milk-yield- 
ing species of Ficus in the Bornean forests, 
which, with careful experiment, may pos- 
sibly be made to contribute remunerative 
quantities. The Malayan representatives 
of the bread-fruit family also deserve ex- 
amination, as an excellent india-rubber is 
derived from Castilloa elastica, a South 
American plant of this order. 

Lac.—Secreted by an insect ( Cocus lacca) 
on the branches and twigs of certain jungle 
trees, principally khusum (Schleichera tri- 


juga), plas (Butea frondosa), and bier (Zizy- 


phus jujuba). The lac from the first is more 
esteemed than that from the others. To 
some extent the lac is found occurring, so 
to speak, spontaneously, and is collected 
by forest tribes and brought by them to 
the fairs and bazaars for sale. Where, 
however, there is a regular trade in stick- 
lac, propagation of the insect is steadily 
carried on by those who wish for a certain 
and abundant crop. This propagation is 
effected by tying small twigs, on which are 
crowded the eggs or larvae of the insect, to 
the branches of the above-named species 
of trees. These larvae are technically 
called seed. The larvae, shortly after 
sowing, spread themselves over the 
branches, and, taking up position, secrete 
around themselves a hard crust of lac, 
which gradually spreads till it nearly com- 
pletes the circle round the twig. At the 
proper season the twigs are broken off, and 
on arrival at the factory are passed between 
rollers, which admit of any degree of ap- 
proximation. The lac is thus crushed off, 
and is separated from the woody portion 
by screening. It is next placed in large 
tubs half full of wuter, and is washed by 
coolies, who, standing in the tubs and 
holding on to a bar above by their hands, 
stamp and pivot about on the heels and 
toes until, after a succession of changes,

the resulting liquor comes off clear. The 
lac having been dried, is placed in long 
cylindrical bags of cotton cloth of medium 
texture, and about 10 ft. long and 2 in. in 
diameter. These bags, when. filled, are 
taken toan apartment where -there are a 
number of open charcoal furnaces. An 
operator grasps one end of the bag in his 
left hand, and slowly revolves it in front of 
the fire; at the same time an assistant, 
seated at the other end of the bag, twists it 
in the opposite direction. The roasting soon 
melts the lac in the bag, and the twisting 
causes it to exude, and drop into troughs 
placed below, which are often only the 
leaves of Agave americana. When a suffi- 
cient quantity in a molten condition is 
ready in the trough, the operator takes it 
up ina wooden spoon and places itina 
wooden cylinder, some 8 to 10 inches in di- 
ameter, the upper half of which i¢ covered 
with brass—in some places the freshly-cut, 
smooth, cylindrical stem.of the plantain is 
used for this purpose. The stand which 
supports the cylinder gives it a sloping di- 
rection away from the operator. Another 
assistant, generally a ‘woman, now steps 
forward with a strip of agave in her hands, 
and with a rapid and dextrous draw of this, 
the lac is spread at once into a sheet of 
uniform thickness, which covers the upper 
portion of the cylinder. The operator now 
cuts off the upper edge with a pair of scis- 
sors, and the sheet is lifted up by the as- 
sistant, who waves it about fora moment 
or two in the air till it becomes quite crisp. 
[t is then held up to the light, and any 1m- 
purities, technically “grit,” are simply 
punched out of the brittle sheet by the fin- 
ger. The sheets are laid one upon another, 
and, at the end of the day, the tule is taken, 
and the chief operator is paid accordingly, 
the assistants receiving fixed wages. The 
sheets are placed in packing-cases, and 
when subjected to pressure, break into nu- 
merous fragments.

Bleached Earth-wax, or Ceresine. 
BY H. PERUTZ. 
[Translated from the German.] 

The Galician earth-wax, which. at first 
found application only for the fabrication 
of paraffine, has been for about eleven 
years past used for the production of the 
artificial wax which comes into commerce 
under the name of Ceresine or Cerotine. 
It comes into use more particularly in 
cases where formerly bleached and yellow 
beeswax were employed. It is specially 
suited, by itself alone (according to its 
purity and its melting point), or mixed 
with stearine and parafiine, for the manu- 
facture of candles, the starching of linen, 
the forming of plastic objeots, etc.; the in- 
ferior sorts are used for the spreading 
upon and waxing of floors, for the produc- 
tion of sewing wax, polishing wax, shoe- 
makers’ wax, the making of eolored cray- 
ons, etc. The production of ozocerite, 
however, differs essentially from that of 
paraffine; for whilst: the latter depends 
upon the process of dry distillation, the 
former is obtained by.extraction with sul 
phuret of carbon, petroleam-benzine, oF 
petroleum ether, as well'as-by chemical 
treatment alone. Ether-obtained ' from al- 
cchol 1s not suitable for its extraction, as it 
is too dear, and besides’ possesses’too little 
solvent power tor Ceresine.*- - 4

Subsequently (in 
1782) Guyton de Morveau and Carny erect- 


ed a factory at Cressy in Picardy, in which

The manu- 
factory was compelled to stop (on financial 
grounds brought about by the salt monop- 
oly) after a short period of activity. Soon 
thereafter De la Metherie proposed to fuse 
Glanber salt with charcosl, whereby sul- 
phurous acid would escape and carbonate 
of soda would remain. The fusing was to 
be carried on in closed retorts, the escap- 
ing sulphurous acid being allowed to enter 
chambers of lead, therefrom producing oil 
of vitriol, and this again sending forth 
production of Glauber salt from common 
salt. This would certainly have been an 
excellent method, provided the reaction 
had proceeded in the manner that De la 
Metherie anticipated; as is well knbwn, 
however, in the fusing of Glauber salt 
with charcoal a very small quantity of 
carbonate of soda is formed; on the other 
hand, a large amount of sulphide of sodium 
(hepar) is produced. Little practicable as 
the above-mentioned procedure proved 
itself, it was the means of giving Leblanc— 
according to his own admission—the cue 
to his own process, in that he attained the 
object in which his predecessor had failed, 
A third 
factory, which was in operation before the 
outbreak of the French. Revolution, and, 
consequently, previous to Leblanc, is that 
of Athenas in Paris; there the salt was 
treated with green vitriol, and subsequently 
by roasting with bi-sulphuret of iron or 
gravelly brown coal transtormed to Glaub- 
er salt, and this latter worked with soda 
according to the method of Malherbe, 
already alluded to. None of the factories 
constructed on the above-mentioned system 
succeeded, although there was lacking in 
each case neither capital, intelligence, nor 
the invaluable advice of the best French 
They were unable to compete 
either in the matter of price or quality 
with the vegetable soda produced in Spain; 
It was reserved for another Frenchman to 
completely solve and carry into practical 
effect the stated problem. This man was 
Nicholas Leblanc, certainly the most re- 
nowned name in the whole chemical tech- 
nology. He reduced the’system of soda- 
obtaining, called after him, to such com- 
pleteness, that now, after a lapse of nearly 
a hundred years, no alteration or improve- 
ment of a material character on his plan 
Nevertheless, he met 
with the usual fate of the invertor; he 
reaped no benefit from his discovery. 
Nicholas Leblenc, born in 1753, at Issudun, 
was, previous to the Revolution, body 
surgeon to the Duke of Orleans, better 
Stimulated 
by the prize offered by the Academy, he 
occupied himself with the problem of the 
production of artificial soda, and was, as 
already mentioned, fortunate enough 
(thanks to becoming acquained with De la 
method) to 
hit upon the ‘proper plan. This occurred 
In the year 1789 he proposed to 
the Duke of Orleans to make the new pro- 
cess a source of profit by constructing a 
factory. Before the Duke entered into the 
idea, he requested the opinion of d’Arcet, 
the professor of Chemistry in the College 
D’Arcet referred the matter to 
his Assistant Dize for investigation, and 
In conse- 
quence, Leblanc, in 1790, associated with 
himself the Duke of Orleans, Henry Shee, 
the Duke’s treasurer, and Dize, assistant 
The 
duke was to deposit the sum of 200,000 
livres in the hands of his treasurer, Shee, 
the carrying out of the plan, and was to 
receive ten per cent interest on the amount 
out of the first profits of the undertaking.

The introduction of the Leblanc process 
on a large scale into England dates from 
theabolition of the enormous salt taxes— 
at one time £30 per ton—-and was first car- 
At first the 
soap-boilers would not purchase the new 
soda, for the reason that it was so different 
from the natural soda familiar to them, in 
being so much purer and. stronger than 
the latter, and Muspratt was obliged, it is 
said, to present many tons of soda to the 
soap-makers in Laneashire, until he suc- 
ceeded in convincing them of the superi- 
ority of the new and purer product. So 
soon as he had accomplished this, Mus- 
pratt could pot manufacture enough to 
meet the demand, and in many cases had 
to load the’soda, still red-hot, on iron cars, 
and send it in that condition to the soap 
factories .For 6 years Muspratt’s factory was 
the only one, with the exception of a very 
few small ones on the Tyne, etc. The expan- 
sion which the English soda manufacture 
since that time has undergone is known to 
every one; it may be only remarked here 
that it is concentrated almost entirely in 
two districts—in the south of Lancashire 
and on the banks of the river Tyne. There 
are besides several factories in Scotland. 
amongst them the—formerly largest of all

Troches of Borax. 

Mr. Poinsot, a dentist of Paris, uses tro- 
ches of borax in the treatment of certain 
affections of the mouth, such as aphthe, 
inflammation of the gums, scurvy, etc. 
The preparation of this troche offers diffi- 
culties, if the usual methods are followed. 
With tragacanth a very elastic mass is ob- 
tained which cannot be divided, and with 
gumarabic the mass becomes too hard. 
The following method, however, will be 
found to succeed : 


BOPrax ...0ccccccccece ++e-100) 3=ogm, 
Powdered sugar...... <0 
Tragacanth, whcle....... - 250 * 
Tincture of benzoin....... 10 “

Make a mucilage with the tragacanth, 
one-half of the water, and one-half of the 
tincture of benzoin. Ineorporate the car- 
mine with the sugar, and mix the borax 
‘with one-half of the sugar by means of a 
sieve. Pour out the mucilage, add to it 
gradually the other ‘half of the sugar, the 
the remainder of the water, and of the 
tincture of benzoin; finally, incorporate the 
mixture of sugar and borax and divide into 
troches weighing 1 gm. (15 grains). Each 
troche contains about 0.10 gm. (1}¢ grains of 
borax.—Rep. de Pharm

There has been rather more doing in general 
since.our last report. Some violent gusts of 
wind, aceompanied by rather heavy rain, have 
been experienced; some believe this to have been 
the burst of the monsoon, but we are hardly dis- 
posed to think so. From the southern parts of 
the coast, advices state that the monsoon has set 
in.
